A tele-lecture pilot project will originate from Sir George Williams University 
Tuesday, January 23. It will be a cooperative program of the University, the 
Provincial Association of Protestant Teachers, Bell Telephone and the Laurentian 
Regional School Board. 


Students, teachers, administrators and parents will participate in the experiment 
at Lachute High School. Via two-way voice, a remote electronic blackboard and 
synchronized slides, they will sit in on lectures originating at the University's 
downtown Hall Building. 


The project aims to evaluate this means of long-distance writing and sound 
communication as an educational tool, exploring the extent to which teachers may 
wish to take in-service courses in this way. 


Sir George professors F.W. Bedford (mathematics), Leah Sherman (fine arts), Ellen 
James (fine arts) and Sheila McDonough (religion) will each give brief 

introductory lectures. Wayne Peak of Bell Telephone and G.A.B, Moore, Instructional 
Media Officer at SGWU,will present orientation to the project. 


A good cross-section of the Lachute community is due to experience the advances 
in education communications. At 2 p.m., grade eleven and twelve students of 
Lachute High will participate, teachers, administrators and parents at 7:30 p.m.
